
Free on Bond, Andrews Goes To Top Court 


Free on a $2,500 bond, attor- 
ney Dean A. Andrews Jr. is 
now taking his fight against his 
perjury conviction— and the 18- 
month prison sentence that goes 
with it— to the Louisiana State 
Supreme Court. 

Criminal District Court Judge 
Frank J. Shea sentenced the 


:- rotund attorney to 18 months on 
s each of three perjury convic- 
s tions, all to run concurrently. 

LAST MONDAY Andrews was 
s found guilty of lying to the Or- 
e leans Parish Grand Jury in 
his testimony concerning Dist. 
e Atty. Jim Garrison’s probe 
e into the assassination of Presi- 
- dent John F. Kennedy. 

Andrews, 44, could have been 
sentenced to a maximum of 15 
years, five years on each count 
to run concurrently. In that 
case he would not have been 
permitted to make bond. 

After the sentence was read 
yesterday, he said, “I’m not 
surprised at anything.” 

GARRISON has charged Clay 
Shaw, a New Orleans business- 
man, with conspiring to assassi- 
nate the late President, and 
said Shaw is the Clay Bertrand 
who Andrews told the Warren 
Commission called him about 
representing Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the man the commis- 
sion said killed Kennedy. 

Andrews denies that Shaw 
is Bertrand and told the grand 
jury that Bertrand is French 
Quarter bar owner Eugene 
Davis. Davis denies he is Ber- 
trand. 

In other matters, Shaw’s at- 


torneys received permission 
for Shaw to leave the jurisdic- | 
tion of the court until Sept. 5 
in order to visit his mother, ■ 
who is ill in Hammond. 

ON ANOTHER FRONT, Bur- | 
ton Klein, attorney for Miguel 
Torres, filed a motion to stay 
Torres’ appearance before the •

The motion argues that Tor- j 
res, now serving a burglary ; 
sentence at the Louisiana Pen- , 
itentiary at Angola, fears self- 
incrimination before the jury 
because he belieyes Garrison 
plans to file charges against 
him in connection with his ap- 
pearance on a national televi- 
sion program critical of Gar- 
rison and his methods of con- 
ducting the probe.
